PKTSCETOX, I1L, Aug. 7.—The Italian 


miners of Spring Valley made au at- 
tempt to carry out their resolution of 
Monday to expel the colored people re- 
maining in the city, and .the result vcas 
one of the most disgraceful outrages 
ever perpetrated in this county. Inno- 
cent women and children were driven 
from their homes, abused, insulted and 
their trunks nnd belongings dragged 
about and despoiled. The affair out- 
side of Spring Valley has created a sen- 
sation and the news soon spread. Con- 
demnation of the proceedings are com- 
ing from every quarter. The ''location" 
presented a dismal scene during the 
latter part of the day. 
Wagons were 


hurrying about gathering up house- 
hold goods and carrying them off on 
all the principal highways. 
During 


part of the time Martin Delmargo, the 
Italian mayor, accompanied by several 
Italian members of the police, -were on 
the grounds watching the proceedings. 
Mayor Delmargo said he was thereto 
see"that the Negroes got away peace- 
ably, but if this -was his purpose, he 
did not accomplish what he went for. 


At 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon Sher- 


iff Clark of Princeton received a mes- 
sage from Gov. Altgeld asking for in- 
formation on the subject and wished 
to know what was being done by the 
officers of the law. Sheriff Clark re- 
plied, giving a brief history of the 
events that have transpired, being sub- 
stantially in accordance with the re- 
ports printed in these columns. 
He 


also said the authorities in Spring Val- 
ley were doing nothing, and that he 
had not even been called upon by the 
mayor for assistance. 


At 2 o'clock the committee appointed 


at Monday's mass meeting to see that 
the Negroes were out of the town by 5 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, commenced 
operations. Going to the "location" 
where only women, children and inva- 
lids were left, they notified these to 
have their traps ready and be out in- 
side of two hours. Many who were 
slow were roughly handled and their 
eoods kicked about and broken up. 
The same 
circumstances prevailed 


in ever}' part of the city where the 
Negroes lived or had taken refuge. As 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
passenger train pulled into the city 
Tuesday afternoon, a lot of Negro re- 
fugees who had been waiting for the 
train boarded the cars like a lot of 
wild animals in fear of their pursuers. 
Among the number was a 
colored 


woman, about fifty 3-ears old, accom- 
panied by three little children, who 
were terrified almost into insanity. 
The woman said the children had been 
abused and herself chased to the de- 
pot bv a mob of Italians who had 
threatened to take her life. 


SuperviserPickett, of Hall township, 


had given all Negroes who would leave 
the city an order on the county treas- 
urer for the price of a ticket to Chi- 
cago, which he had arranged to be 
made good at the railroad depot. 
The 


old lady had received her ticket, but 
when the train pulled out of the depot 
she was suffering to such an extent 
that she tore up the ticket uncon- 
sciously. 
Her baggage was strewn 


about the depot platform unchecked. 
Her husband was among the number 
who was chased out of Spriasr Valley 
during the assault of the Italians last 
Sundav and he is yet among the six 
who are still missing. 


The indications are that the strike of 


the miners at Spring Valley will be 
continued for some time. The miners 
who are under the control of the Ital- 
ians held a secret meeting Tuesday, 
and it was decided to remain out until 
the Spring Valley Coal Co. will give 
assurances 'that they will not in the 
future give employment to Negroes. 


In Spring Valley the rumor was cur- 


rent Tuesday night that Gov. Altgeld 
will visit the city himself Wednesday 
to inspect the situation personally be- 
fore taking action in regard to calling 
out the state troops. 


WILD WEST SHOW. 


Wind Storm Wrecks tb« Tent and in the 


Panic That Ensued Several Persons Were 
Hurt. 
OSWEGO, N. Y., Aug. 7.—While Buf- 


falo Bill's Wild West show was giving 
a performance before 12,000 people 
here Tuesday- afternoon, a terrific 
wind and rain storm struck the town. 
The immense dressing tent was blown 
to tatters and many of the men were 
injured. 


Following this the east half of the 


canvas-covered grand stand was blown 
away, and the 
6.000 
people 
shel- 


tered 
in 
that part of the stand, 


rushed down on the streets in a 
panic. 
Many women and children 


were trampled, upon and badly hurt, 
but were soon assisted away to their 
homes. The band did not stop playing 
during the excitement. The show was 
kept going in spite of the sheets of 
rain which swept across the field. 
Among the severely wounded is an em- 
ploye of the show named Brown, who 
is at the hospital with a fractured 
skull. A little girl was nearly drowned 
before assistance reached her, and Mrs, 
Flanigan had her head badly cut by a 
flying pole.

The need of a local humane society, 


or a branch of the state society, in this 
city is apparent. The humane laws 
are violated daily, and the .frequency 
of complaints of late has stirred the 
mayor autl other officials up to agitate 
the question. There should be some 
officer whoso duty it is to look up and 
investigato such cases, and who has 
authority to punish under the humane 
laws. There is a state society of which 
Portsmouth should have a wide awake 
humane 
representative. 
There are 


dozens of horses in the city suffering 
from lack of food or proper attention, 
and other defenseless animals are tor- 
tured and neglected by thoughtless 
masters. There is a just and adequate 
law covering such offenses, but 
at 


present there seems to bo no-one to hunt 
up or take care of such cases. Yester- 
day complaint was madfi to the mayor 
that a horse belonging to a prominent 
contractor of tho East End was suffer- 
ing from want of care. The mayor 
had Dr. Lake investigate and he re- 
ported that the horse was starving to 
death, and that it was literally hung 
up with ropes to keep it standing. 
Officer Williams was instructed to kill 
the horse, but the owner objected so 
strongly that he did not carry out his 
orders. This morning the mayor sum- 
moned the owner of the horse, and 
told him that if the animal was not 
killed aud put out of its misery by two 
o'clock, he would be arrested and the 
horse shot, if it took the whole police 
force to do it. This is only one of the 
numerous cases reported to the local 
authorities.

Owing to the fact that before the build- 
ing- had been completed, their elevator 
had been used indiscriminately, the 
register oa it \vas very high, much 
higher than any other elevator in town. 
Phillips thought Sanford, Varner & Co. 
ought to have a rebate,. They hadn't 
asked it, but he thought it would be 
just to make the 
allowance. 
The 


three members of the board, Phillips 
and the cle k put their heads close to- 
getherand discussed this question in 
whispers. Whit action the board took 
the reporter was unable to hear, but 
presumes from the self-satisfied smile 
on Phillips' face at the close of the 
conference that he trot the rebate. 


Clerk Hall gave notice of quite a 


number of amendments to the rules of 
the board he was going to offf.r. 
The 


principal one was one in 
relation 


to renters, and was to change the 
rules so that the trustees will only 
recognize property owners, and hold 
them responsible for the rent. 
If 


a man owns houses for rent the 
water will be turned on only on his 
order. As is is now Mr. Hall said it 
kept himself and Superintendent Phil- 
lips busy keeping track of delinquent 
renters. 
Every time a renter moved 


they had to get after him, and not in- 
frequently they lost the money due. 
This amendment was viewed with 
favoFby t'je board and will be passed 
at the next meeting. Clerk Hall sub- 
sequently said that the greatest loss by 
delinquencies was in this way, and he 
had over §300 in small sums on his 
books now that had accumulated lately 
in spite of his watchfulness. When he 
came in over $5,000 was outstanding, 
but he had collected 54,700. If the de- 
liuquents did not pay up at once he 
was going to shut their water off. 
This was satisfactory to the board. 


Superintendent Phillips was author- 


ized to purchase 200 feet of two-inch 
hose for the use of the water works in 
cases of emergency like a fire. As 
Bloomeyer said, they might never have 
to use it, but when the occasion did 
arise they would want it awfully bad. 


Capt. R. A. Bryan presented specifi- 


cations for a map of the water works 
system of pipes of the ciiy, which he 
would complete by January t, 1896, at 
a cost of S375. This was discussed, but 
no action tuken.
